It is a well-known fact that some Seedsmen have taken advantage of the worthy desire on the 
part of the planter fo have the best seeds at any price, to deceive, and annually advertise ‘‘ novelties,”’ 
at high prices, which a trial in many cases reveals to be only an old sort renamed or sometimes one 
which is far inferior to the old standard varieties. We consider such methods dishonest and not cal- 
culated to establish a permanently successful business. We think the record of ELY’S SEEDS for 
the ten years in which they have been before the public is free from a single case of this kind. Some 
seed catalogues list so many varieties, that the planter does not know what to purchase, and the dealer 
cannot carry them all in stock; while so many sorts are offered as the best, and praised with high- 
sounding adjectives, such as beautiful, grand, luscious, magnificent, elegant, etc., but with so little prac- 
tical explanation as to the height, size, season of maturity and comparative value, that confusion reigns 
in the mind of the reader and disappointment often follows.

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Work for the Month in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 


Little can be done outside in this month. Perfect your plans for your garden. 
Make out your list of seeds wanted, remembering that ELY’S RELIABLE GARDEN 
SEEDS are equalled by few and excelled by none. Planting them means success so far 
as good seeds can insure it, because they are all tested and grown with greatest care. 

See that your tools and implements are in good order; clean up your barn and out- 
buildings; repair fences; fan and clean your grain for seeding ; haul manure to your 
fields; prepare compost for top dressing ; prune your fruit trees; "trim your hedges, top- 
dress asparagus beds with rotten manure, if not already done, to be forked in when 
frost goes; add a top dressing of salt. 


IN THE SOUTH.’ 


If the hotbed has not been prepared, make it at once, to sow Egg-plant, Pepper and 
Tomatoes. All kinds of herbs may be sown this month. Plant Peas, Marrowfats, 
Stratagem, Champion of England and other late kinds for a general crop; Ely’s Best 
Extra Early and Alaska may be planted towards the end of the month. Early White 
Flat Dutch, Purple Top Milan and Red Top Turnips may be sown for Spring use. 
Ruta Bagas can also be sown for table use later. Ely’s Long Island Ruta Baga is the 
best. Beets, Carrots, Parsnips, Mustard, Leeks, Spinach, Lettuce, Endive, ‘Cabbage, 
Broccoli and Kohlrabi can be sown. Plant the early varieties of Radish, and for last 
crop, the Black Spanish. Sow early Cauliflower in frames to be transplanted next 
month. Collards, Parsley, Chervil, Cress, Roquette, Sorrel and Celery for cutting, can 
be sown. 

Cucumbers can be planted in the hotbed. Use the Long Green or fancy English 
varieties. Plant Potatoes; use selected Northern stock. Onion sets should be put in 
at once; sow Italian varieties and New Orleans Creole Onion seeds to raise sets for 
early F all planting. 

Transplant Cabbage sown in November. Divide and reset Shallots. Set out 
Asparagus roots, and dress your Asparagus bed with manure and salt. Cultivate and 
keep all Fall-sown crops free from weeds. 
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Work for the filonth in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 


Flower seeds should be started in greenhouses and in boxes at home, for early 
flowers. No garden of any size should be without a hotbed, as it is a cheap method of 
procuring early vegetables and enables you to secure strong healthy plants to set out 
just at the right time. If extremely cold, defer sowing till last of month ; if open weather, 
sow in hotbed Egg-plant, early Cabbage, Lettuce, Tomatoes, Cauliflower, Peppers and 
Radishes. Air the frames on every fine day when seedlings are up; if too thick, thin 
out to prevent spindling plants. Cover the sash with mats or other covering at night. 


IN THE SOUTH. 


This is pre-eminently the gardening month of the far South; energy and persever- 
ance must be displayed; any crop cut by frost should be sown again at once. Always 
keep some seed by you, over the actual amount wanted, to replace any loss by frost or 
insects. 

Plants in the hotbed will require daily attention and air, when the sun shines and 
the weather is pleasant. If too thick, thin out to allow better growth. Peas of all kinds 
can-be planted; make another sowing of early varieties for succession. Plant Potatoes 
for general crop; this is the best month to obtain a good yield. 

Sow Spinach, Salsify, Mustard, Collards, Carrots, Beets, Parsnip, Leek, Radishes, 
early varieties of Turnip and Kohlrabi. Plant Lettuce, Cabbage and Cauliflower for 
succession. Transplant Cauliflower and Cabbage plants. All kinds of Herbs can be 
planted; tender kinds it is best to start in frames and transplant later. 

Sow Parsley, Cress and Celery. Plant Asparagus roots and sow Asparagus seed. 
Make first sowing of Snap Beans; Mohawk is most hardy. Cucumbers, Squashes and 
Melons can be started ; if protected with boxes cool nights they will succeed. Corn 
can be planted the latter part of the month; Adams Early and White Flint make good 
roasting-ears; Mammoth Sugar and Evergreen are the best real sugar varieties for the 
South. Put Sweet Potatoes in beds to sprout for drawing early slips. Sow Mangel- 
wurzel and Sugar Beets for stock. 
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Work for the JMonth in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 

This is the first active month of Spring in the North. Give hotbeds cireful atten- 
tion, as directed last month. Use tepid water in sprinkling, and keep the soil loose. 
For very small gardens window-boxes may be made to take the place of a hotbed. Plant 
very early Peas, except wrinkled varieties; Beets, early sorts; set out Cabbage plants 
that have been wintered in cold-frames. Sow Carrots, Cress, Mustard, Celery, Lettuce, 
Radish, Onion sets, Parsnip and Parsley. Potatoes for an early crop can be planted; 
use only the pure Northern stock. Sow Spinach, early Turnips and Asparagus. Now 
is the time to make new Asparagus beds. Plant Rhubarb roots, etc. ; sow Grass seed 
for lawns, etc., and give atop dressing. Do not neglect your flower garden; remove 
straw covering from roses, and open up beds of Hyacinths, etc., loosening the soil 
around them. 


IN THE SOUTH. 


Potatoes can still be planted. Plant dwarf and pole Beans for general crop. Lima 
and Sewee require good soil; wait till ground is warm for them. Sow early varieties of 
Cabbage, Beets, Radish, Lettuce, Kohlrabi, Spinach, Mustard, Carrots and Leeks. 
Squash, Cucumbers, Melons, Okra, Celery and Parsley can be planted. Salamander and 
Royal Cabbage Lettuce are best varieties for this month. Early varieties of Peas can 
still be planted. Tomatoes, Egg-plants and Peppers can be set out in the open ground, 
and seeds sown for alater crop. Put in Sugar Corn and Sweet Potatoes. Sow Golden 
Globe and White Summer Radishes between other crops, as they come out in six weeks. 
Keep your garden clear of weeds. 

Do not fail to plant Improved Leaming and Ely’s Early Golden Dent Corn. When 
your corn crop is short these are invaluable for feeding, as they will mature before your 
Oats, and sixty days before your white Corn. 

Plant Sorghum, Teosinte and Milo Maize for stock food; also Lespedeza or Japan 
Clover. 
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Work for the [Month in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 


This is the main gardening month of the North; time lost now cannot be recovered. 
If your hotbed has been put to good use you should now have fine plants ready to set 
out. Cabbage will stand considerable cold; more delicate plants must be protected cold 
nights with dell- -jars or boxes. 

Asparagus, Rhubarb and other permanent root beds should be weeded and given a 
top dressing. Use a spading-fork in preference toa spade. Plant Beets, Cucumbers 
and Beans in sheltered situations. Toward the last of the month plant Improved Early 
Valentine and New Kidney Wax Beans. Transplant Pepper, Cauliflower and Broccoli 
from the frames. Sow Ely’s Best Late Drumhead and Flat Dutch Cabbage, and trans- 
plant the early varieties sown in frames. Sow Carrots, Celery, Cress, Mustard and 
Cucumbers. Transplant Egg-plants and Tomatoes from frames, and make another 
sowing of Tomatoes for a late crop. Sow Leeks, Lettuce, Parsley and Parsnip. Trans- 
plant Lettuce from spring or winter beds. Plant Onion sets; sow Onion seeds for sets ; 
about forty pounds are required to grow an acre. 


IN THE SOUTH. 


Thin out all young crops, keep weeds down, give water when plants are dry. Plant 
Bush, Pole and Lima Beans, Sweet Corn, Cucumber, Pumpkin, Squash, Melons and 
Okra. Beets, Carrots, Radish, Lettuce, Mustard, Endive, Cress, Parsley and Celery 
can still be sown. Sow Tomatoes, Egg-plant and Pepper for succession. It is rather 
late to sow Cabbage along Gulf coast ; early varieties can only be successfully used in 
this latitude now. Late Cauliflowers can be planted. Set out Sweet- potato slips. 
Early Irish Potatoes will be fit to dig, and the ground they are taken from can be sown 
with Corn, Beans, Squash, etc. This is the best time to sow German Millet —about one 
bushel to the acre. Have ground well plowed and harrowed; roll the ground after 
sowing, and no other covering will be necessary. For hay, cut when in flower; this is 
a valuable forage plant for the South. If Melons, or any crops, have not come up well, 
loosen the eround and replant at once. Tie up Endive for blanching. Ely’s Improved 
Late Drumhead, Late Flat Dutch and Drumhead Savoy Cabbage can be sown to trans- 
plant in June and head in Fall. Dust the plants with plaster as soon as up to prevent 
destruction by the fly.

IN THE NORTH. 


The majority of vegetables should now be sown; repair any omissions in directions 
for April. The most delicate seeds can now be sown; Flower seeds, except the hardy 
sorts, should not be planted outside until now. 

Plant Beans, Bush and Pole, Beets for table and stock: the latter are valuable crop. 
Mangel-Wurzels and White Sugar are best for stock; they yield enormously. Sow late 
Cabbage still, Carrots, Half-long varieties for table, and Improved Long Orange for 
stock feeding. Celery, Cucumber, Kohlrabi, Celeriac, Lettuce, Melons, Squash and 
Parsnip can be sown. Plant Sugar Corn and Peas deeper than usual to prevent dry 
weather from injuring the roots; select the sorts desired from late varieties in our 
descriptive list. Plant Potatoes for Winter use; Rural New Yorker, Beauty of Hebron, 
Rose, Mammoth Pearl, etc., are good kinds. 


IN THE SOUTH. 


Few vegetable seeds can be sown this month; many of the Winter varieties will 
not do well if sown now. Where Potatoes and Onions have been removed, Corn, 
Melons, Cucumbers, Squash and Pumpkins may be planted. Sow Endive, Golden 
Globe and White Summer Radish. Lettuce must be well watered or it will become 
hard and tasteless. Perpignan is one of the best for present sowing ; Salamander is 
also fine. Sow White Solid Celery; water regularly if dry. Cow-peas can be planted, 
one bushel to the acre, for fertilizing purposes; plow under when the ground is well 
covered with the vines. Sweet Potato slips can be set out; Lima and Pole Beans may 
be planted ; Creaseback and Southern Prolific are best for present use. 

The warm season is now at hand, when many crops cease growing. Continue to 
water late sowings in dry weather. Continue to plant Corn for late roasting ears. 
Plant Snap and Pole Beans for succession. 
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Work for the Month in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 


Cultivate your garden well to keep down weeds and keep soil loose and mellow. 
The Planet Jr. Double Wheel Hoe and other hand cultivators are invaluable adjuncts 
and wonderful labor-savers. Plant Bush Beans every two weeks fora succession. Lima 
and other Pole Beans can still be planted. Sow.Turnip Beets and transplant Cabbage 
sown last month, which will head in September and October. Cucumbers—sow for 
pickling last of month. Plant Sugar Corn every two weeks for succession. Transplant 
Leeks, and your product will be much better. Peas are apt to fail unless sown early in 
the month. Put them in five to six inches deep; thus they may escape the stinting due to 
the hot, dry weather. Squashes can still be planted. Have your Tomato vines trellised, 
as the fruit will be much finer and larger. Ruta Baga Turnips can be sown after June 
20th ; they form a valuable crop for Winter feeding ; Ely’s Long Island is the best for 
table use.

IN THE SOUTH. 


Few seeds can now be sown. Growing crops should have faithful attention, and 
weeds kept down. Plant Corn for last supply of roasting ears. Cucumbers, Squashes, 
Pumpkins and Melons may still be planted. Southern Prolific Beans still do well. 
Continue to set out Sweet Potato vines. Golden Globe and White Summer Radish can 
still be planted. Sow Endive for salad. Lettuce can be sown; seeds should be soaked 
in water half an hour, then put in a piece of cloth and placed in a cool spot, or, if con- 
venient, in an ice-box. Keep the cloth moist for two or three days, when the seeds will 
be sprouted and can be sown. If sown without this care they rarely come at this season. 
Some sow late Cabbage this month for Winter crop, as plants are easier raised; but 
those sown in July and August do better. They get too hard and spindling before her 
can be set out, if sown now. Tomatoes, for a late crop, can be sown. 
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Work for the Month in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 


Sow Snap Beans for succession. Set out Cabbage for late crop, and Celery plants 
for maincrops. Plant Sugar Corn fora succession; Long. Green Cucumber for pickles. 
Sow Endive, also Ruta Baga Turnips until July 25th; after that season there is no time 
to form large bulbs. Red Top, White Flat, Yellow Globe and other Turnips may be 
sown from the last of this month until the last of August. 

We hope to see Turnips and Ruta Bagas grown more largely for stock-feeding than 
they noware. These yield a larger amount of nutritive food than almost any other 
crop sown on the same space, and they are not exacting in regard to culture. 


IN THE SOUTH. 


Pole Beans can still be planted; also Bush Beans toward the close of month. 
Tomatoes for last crop can be sown early in month; Sugar Corn may still be planted. 
Cucumber for pickling, and early Cauliflowers should be sown. Endive, Lettuce and 
Summer Radish can still be planted. Turnips and Ruta Bagas can be sown on new 
ground. Sow Ely’s Best Late Flat Dutch and Drumhead Cabbage; also the Brunswick. 
Our stocks of these will be found as pure and good as any ever sold. We have, from 
personal experience, learned what stocks are best adapted to each important Cabbage- 
raising point, and are able to give perfect satisfaction. Cabbage is most hurt by frost 
when it is half grown ; as the seasons vary so, it is best to make three plantings in July 
and August. Sometimes good success attends September sowings, but July and August 
ones are usually most sure to head and give profitable returns to the grower. Bruns- 
wick is more tender than Flat Dutch and earliest in heading ; it should be sown in July 
and August. Strong Tobacco water is a good thing to use to keep the flies away. 
Sow Ruta Baga Turnips towards close of month; Ely’s Long Island has no superior. 
Plant Cucumbers for pickles. Sow Squash, Spinach, Turnips and Sugar Corn. 
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Work for the JMllonth in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 


Only those vegetables requiring a short season to mature can now be sown. Ely’s 
Best Extra Early Peas can be planted up to last of month. Snap Beans, Spinach, Corn- 
Salad, Radishes, Turnips, Lettuce and Kale should be planted. Sow Globe-shaped 
Turnips as early as possible. Red Top Flat and White Flat Dutch may be sown until 
August 20th. Extra Early Refugee is a good Bean for pickling. Scarlet China Winter 
and Black Spanish Radishes are best to sow for Winter use. 


IN THE SOUTH. 


This should be an active month for gardening in the South. Fall gardens are, in 
many sections, as important as those of Spring. In fact, in this genial and sunny land, 
fresh vegetables may be had, with proper care, nearly every month in the year. Plant 
Bush Beans, Extra Early and Early Frame Peas. Sow Drumhead Savoy and Late 
Cabbages, Broccoli, Brussels Sprouts, Kale, Cauliflower, Parsley, Lettuce, Endive, Mus- 
tard and Cress. Sow red Radishes, also the Summer varieties; and Scarlet China and 
Black Spanish Winter the last of the month. All kinds of Turnips and Ruta Bagas can 
be sown, also Beets, Carrots, Celery, red and white Kidney Beans for Winter use. 
Onion sets can be set out. Early Rose and other kinds of Potatoes may be planted for 
a Winter crop. The crop matured in May will do to plant now. At this season best 
returns are generally obtained by planting whole potatoes. 
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Work for the Jflonth in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 


All growing crops still require attention and cultivation. Prepare to sow Cabbage, 
Lettuce, Cauliflower, etc., to produce plants for Spring planting. Ely’s Jersey Wake- 
field, All Seasons, Succession, and Early Summer, as well as late Flat Dutch and 
Drumhead should be sown about September 15th. On the approach of cold weather 
lift the plants and stow them in cold-frames to transplant out early in Spring. Sow early 
varieties of Cauliflower for transplanting and forcing to head in Winter. Sow Spinach, 
Corn-Salad and Kale to remain out all Winter. 

Lettuce can be sown and transplanted into cold-frames or forcing beds for Winter 
and Spring heading, or transplanted on ridges in the garden and covered with straw or 
litter during Winter. Now is the time to make a new lawn from seed. Transplant 
Strawberries. 


IN THE SOUTH. 


Most of the seeds recommended for last month can be sown this month also. Bush 
Beans can be planted early in the month, also Early Peas, Radishes of all kinds, Carrots, 
Beets, Parsnip, Salsify, Parsley, Cress, Lettuce, Endive, Leek, Turnips, Kohlrabi, Broc- 
coli, early Cauliflower, Kale, Mustard, Corn-Salad and Celery. Italian varieties of 
Onion, and the Louisiana Creole should now be sown. Plant Onion sets from the 
North ; finer Onions can be grown by setting them out now than from Spring planting, 
besides being much earlier. Louisiana Creole is one of the best, good keeper and ships 
well, superior to Bermuda Island. Transplant Cabbage and Cauliflower plants if 
weather is favorable. Celery should be set out. Sow Spinach after first rain. Cabbage 
can still be sown, also Celeriac. Set out Challots. Collards should now be sown. 
Turnips and Ruta Bagas will still do well. Sow Leek, Endive, Parsley, Radish and Corn- 
Salad. 
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Work for the fflonth in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 


There is comparatively little to do this month. MHarvest root-crops that are ma- 
tured ; transplant Lettuce and Cauliflower. Spinach may still be sown, also Early Radish, 
in cold or warm frames, between rows of Lettuce. Earth up Celery. The fruit harvest, 
also, begins this month. 

Plant Hyacinths, Crocus, Tulips and other Holland bulbs, both in pots and boxes, 
for Winter forcing in the house, and also in outdoor beds for a gay show of early Spring 
flowers.

IN THE SOUTH. 


Onion seed can be sown during early part of month. Artichokes should be dressed, 
the sprouts taken off, and new plantings made. Plant Black Eye Marrowfat Peas; these 
are frequently more remunerative to shippers than Extra Earlies sown in December or 
January. Sow Cauliflower, Cabbage, Broccoli, Brussels Sprouts, Kale, Spinach, Mus- 
tard, Carrots, Beets, Salsify, Leek, Corn-Salad, Parsnip, Radish, Parsley, Lettuce and 
Endive. Sow Rye, Barley and Oats, Orchard Grass and Clovers. Transplant Straw- 
berries. Transplant Cabbage and Celery when weather is favorable. Keep all crops 
clean and in good growing order. Earth up Celery; first throw soil close to the plants 
with hoe or plow, then keep the leaves close with one hand and draw the earth up as far 
as the heart; repeat the operation every two or three weeks while the plants continue 
growing. 
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Work for the Month in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 


Garden work in this latitude is now almost over. Root-crops should be lifted and 
stored in pits out of doors or in cellars. 

Transplant Cabbage soon in September into cold-frames. Cabbage that has headed 
can be lifted, trenched and covered with litter for Winter use. Earth Celery for pro- 
tection from Winter. Give dressing to Asparagus beds. Lawns may be improved by 
a good top dressing; wood-ashes, guano, and ground bone are preferable to stable 
manure, as the latter generally contains seeds of weeds. 


IN THE SOUTH. 


Manure for hotbeds should be looked after; it ought to be at least one month old; 
throw together in a heap, and when heated fork it over again. 

Sow Black Eye and other late varieties of Peas; they grow slowly at this season 
and frost will not hurt them as long as they are small Ely’s Best Late Flat Dutch and 
Drumhead Cabbage sown this month make fine Cabbage in the Spring. Spinach, 
Corn-salad, Radish, Lettuce, Mustard, Parsley, Chervil, Carrots, Salsify, Parsnip, Cress, 
Endive and Turnips may be still sown. Asparagus beds can still be made; cover the 
old bed with a few inches of manure, to lay till January, then fork it in. Peas may still 
be planted. Many dwarf varieties planted now will withstand the Winter and be ready 
for table in early Spring. Transplant Cabbage if not already done, for Spring heading ; 
always set them on the south side of the furrow where practicable. Onion Sets can 


still be planted. 
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Work for the JMonth in Different Latitudes. 


IN THE NORTH. 


Cold-frames and forcing beds should have careful attention. Lettuce and Radish 
can be sown in frames for succesion. 

Lastly, let us say, buy good seeds from those who take enough interest in selling 
them to be posted as to the wants and requirements of the people. When we meet a 
dealer who knows nothing about the business, we do not care to supply him, as we have 
placed our aim high. We permit no old seeds to remain on the market bearing our 
brand, and we want the name of Z. DeForest Ely & Co. to become the warrant of pure 
seeds without any misrepresentation. We are now reaping the benefit.of the care and 
fidelity which we have constantly bestowed during the years that have past. 


IN THE SOUTH. 


Very little can be done this month. Plant Peas for general crop; some Potatoes may 
be risked if weather is suitable at the close of the month. Cabbage, Spinach, Radish, 
Carrots, Endive and Lettuce may be sown. Early varieties of Cabbage and Cauliflower 
may be sown in frames for transplanting in February. Tomatoes for forcing should 
now be started. Onion sets may be planted. Transplant late Cabbage. 


In the “Notes” given under the headings of different vegetables, other helpful 
Suggestions will be found, as to the selection of early and late varieties. We are sure 
that amateurs who have frequently been bewildered by long lists will appreciate them.

One ounce of seed will produce 200 roots, and sow about 50 feet of drill; 5 pounds will 
plant an acre; 75 to 100 roots will seta bed 12 x 40 feet, which will be large enough for an 
ordinary family. 

To set an acre 2% x 2 feet, requires 7,000 roots.

CULTURE.—Sow seed of French Artichokes in Spring, in rich, light, 
loamy soil, and in drills about 1o inches apart. Transplant the next Spring 
in permanent rows 4 feet apart, setting the plants 18 inches apart in the 
rows. A mulch, such as is given to other perennial plants, is necessary 
in Winter. Only the large, succulent flower-buds are used ; they are prepared 
like Asparagus. 

Tubers of the Jerusalem Artichoke are planted like potatoes, a foot apart 
in rows 4 or 5 feet apart. The roots are very hardy and persistent, and yield 
enormously. When pickled they are very palatable, and for stock-feeding

CULTURE.—Beans are 
extremely sensitive to 
frost and cold, and 
should not be planted 
before the middle of 
Spring, when the ground 
has become light and 
warm. Select a dry, shel- 
tered spot which has been 
previously slightly man- 
ured and well dug; make 
drills two inches deep and 
two feet apart, and plant 
the Beans three inches 
apart in the drill, and cover 
not more than two inches 
deep.

BEETS. 


One ounce of garden varieties will sow 100 feet of drill; six pounds an acre.—Beet seed 
retains its vitality for from five to eight years, and each seed has several germs. 


CULTURE.—Select for this crop deep and rich, yet rather light and loamy soil, which has been well 
manured the previous season. 

For an early supply, sow as soon as the ground can be worked, in Spring, in drills about an inch 
deep, and from fifteen to eighteen inches apart. If possible, select a dry day, when the ground is in 
good working order, for sowing the seed. Soaking it in tepid water for twenty-four hours causes it to 
vegetate much sooner. 

NOTES ON BEETS.—Bassano and Bastian's Extra Early are best for first planting. The Bastian is 
darker in color, and only a few days later than Bassano. Ely’s Dark Blood Turnip Beet is a fine selec- 
tion for good shape, deep blood color, and medium-sized tops; it is two weeks later in maturing than 
Bastian’s Extra Early, when planted at the same time. Eclipse is of a better shape than the Egyptian, 
and does not get tough or woody so soon.

CABBAGE. 


One ounce will sow a bed forty feet square, and produce about 3,000 plants; five ounces 
will sow an acre.—Cabbage seed retains its vitality for from four to five years. 


CULTURE.—Cabbage is one of the most important of garden crops. It should not be planted year 
after year on the same land on account of club-foot and other diseases. New ground, deeply plowed 
several months previous to planting, thoroughly pulverized and fertilized with stable manure, is the best 
for cabbage. The soil for the seed-bed should be light and not recently manured. 

To grow this crop to perfection, the soil must be deep, rich, heavily manured, and thoroughly 
worked. For early use, sow the seed in hot-beds in February or March, or it may be sown about the 
middle of September, and the plants wintered over in cold-frames. Transplant in Spring, as soon as the 
ground can be worked, in rows two feet apart, the plants eighteen inches apart in the rows, setting the 
plants in the ground up to the first leaf, no matter how long the stem may be. For late or Winter use, 
the seed should be sown in May or June, and the plants set out in August, two and a-half by three feet. 
For a main crop South, sow from June to September. Along the Gulf Coast August sowings generally 
produce finest heads. 

Plants from the open ground are the hardiest. Do not stir the soil of the seed-bed except to keep 
out the weeds, as frequent stirring makes the plants grow too rapidly. Constant cultivation of the 
growing crop is essential to success. A top-dressing of bone flour or Peruvian Guano applied before 
hoeing is beneficial. Turnip or other large leaves placed on the ground a week before setting the plants, 
and examined every morning, will collect large numbers of cut-worms, which may then be destroyed.

<risp and nutty in flavor. For late or Winter use it does not keep so well in pits or trenches as some 
other varieties. One of the best sorts for main crop is Golden Heart. In habit it is dwarf, so that the 
labor of blanching is reduced to a minimum, and has a thick centre of crisp, tender, yellow stems, as 
fine in flavor as any Celery grown. It isnot so early as White Plume, but is more vigorous in growth, 
and keeps much better. Giant Pascal is a mammoth variety, and its handsome appearance makes it sell 


readily, but the stalks are apt to be coarse and lacking in quality. Only the roots of Celeriac are cooked 
when young and tender.

One ounce will plant fifty hills; two pounds will plant an acre.—Cucumber seed retains 
its vitality for five years. 


CULTURE.—Cucumbers _— suc- 
ceed best in warm, moist, rich, 
loamy ground. They should not 
be planted in the open air until 
there is a prospect of settled warm 
weather. Plant in hills about four 
feet apart each way. The hills 
should be previously prepared by 
mixing thoroughly with the soil 
in each a shovelful of well-rotted 
manure. When all danger from 
insects is past, thin out the plants, 
leaving three or four of the strong- 
est to each hill. The fruit should 
be plucked when large enough, 
whether required for use or not, as if left to ripen on the vines, it destroys their productiveness. 

The vines will always fruit better by occasionally pinching off the leading shoots.

Egg-plant is a native of the tropics, hence is well 
adapted to culture in the South. It also flourishes in 
Northern gardens. The large egg-shaped fruit is deli- 
cious for the home table (fried in batter), and brings a 
high price in market.

CULTURE.—Seeds of this plant may be sowr like those of the Swedish or 
Ruta-baga Turnip, and the plants may be cultivated in the same way, remember- 
ing to leave the chief part of the stems uncovered by earth. The bulbs keep 
sound and nutritious until late in Spring. 

When young and tender and properly prepared for the table, Kohlrabi is 
aimost equal to Cauliflower ; besides, it is a certain crop, requiring no more care 
or attention than acropof Cabbage. As there are many whoare not familiar with 
the manner of preparing this vegetable for the table, we give the following receipt: 
Pare thinly and cut offthe points, place in boiling water and throw in asmall quan- 
tity of salt. Boil for about two hours, and when tender cut in thin slices, season to 
taste, and serve up with drawn butter.

One ounce will sow 100 square feet, or 120 feet of drill; three pounds will plant an acre.— 
Lettuce seed retains its vitality for three years. 


CULTURE.—For an early crop sow 
under glass in February, and transplant 
ou a well-prepared bed in some sheltered 
corner in April. For successional crops, 
sow in beds of well pulverized soil in 
March, and at intervals of about a fort- 
night, until the end of May. When 
sown for cutting young, the seed may be 
put in rather thick, in rows or broadcast, 
but to have finer heads it should be sown 
thinly in rows, and transplanted a foot 
apart in the richest soil. The hardy va- 
rieties may be sown in September, in a 
dry, sheltered situation, and, if slightly 
protected, will stand the Winter well, 
giving a good crop in the Spring ; or they 
may be transplanted i in cold- frames, where 
they will head during the Winter and early 
Spring. 

In the far South, Lettuce may be 
sown outdoors nearly every month in the 
year. Sheltered spots are chosen when 
the planting is from November to Janu- aul Tee 
ary. In the upper Southern States, Fall CALIFORNIA CREAM BUTTER LETTUCE. 
sowings cannot be made later than Octo- 
ber, and the beds should be located where, in severe weather, they can be protected by covering. 


NOTES ON LETTUCE.—For hotbed use or forcing, we recommend Early Dutch Butter as one of the 
best sorts. The creamy yellow, speckled heads form a very tempting salad, and are large, smooth, 
solid, crisp and tender. For early outdoor culture, California Cream Butter is good, and does not turn 
reddish with cold like many of the early varieties. For Summer use, Salamander takes the lead, head- 
ing up well and preserving all the good points of fine Lettuce under great heat. Early White Cabbage 
Butter, sometimes called Ridge Lettuce, is one of the best sorts for Fall planting, to winter over.

One ounce will sow a drill of about 100 feet; four pounds will plant an acre.—Leek seed 
should germinate well for two years. 


CULTURE. It succeeds best in a light but well-en- 
riched soil. Sow as early in Spring as practicable, in drills an inch deep and a foot apart. When the 
plants are six or eight inches high, they may be transplanted in rows ten inches apart each way, as deep 
as possible, that the neck, being covered, may be blanched. The ground can hardly be too rich. Trans- 
planted roots always produce the largest Leeks.

MELONS. 


Although the Melon is a tropical vegetable, most 
easily and successfully grown in warm latitudes, in colder 
climates it produces very fine and luscious fruits if care- 
fully cultivated.

CULTURE.—A rich, deep, sandy loam, well worked, 
and highly manured with old, rotten compost, is of the 
firstimportance. Plant when all danger of frost is over, 
in hills five or six feet apart each way, a dozen seeds to 
a hill, and after the plants are out of danger from bugs, 
thin them to three or four ina hill. When they have 
four or five rough leaves, pinch off the ends of the main 
shoots, which will cause the lateral branches to put forth 
sooner; this will strengthen the growth of the vines, and

MUSHROOM SPAWN. 


Ten pounds will spawn a bed ten feet square. 


CULTURE.—Any one in possession of an outhouse or cellar, and who can command a temperature of 
from 50° to 60°, may at any time secure a good supply of mushrooms. The best method is to procure 
enough short, fresh manure to make a bed from fourteen to eighteen inches deep, and any size the house 
can conveniently hold. Throw the manure into a heap for a few days, until it becomes heated, and the 
greater part of the moisture is thrown off, then spread it out fora day or two until dry and quite cool, 
after which put it again in a heap, and allow it to remain five or six days. It will then be fit to make a 
bed, which must not be deeper than stated above. As soon as the heat is about 74°, the bed is ready to 
receive the spawn. This must 

Te ae: a i ee io ae be broken in pieces about the 
Gi bavi size of a large walnut, which 
should be placed in the manure 
about two inches below the sur- 
face, and six inches apart. The 
bed should then be covered 
about two inches deep with fine 
light soil, and pressed down 
evenly. If the temperature is 

right, the mushrooms will 
make their appearance in from 
four to six weeks, according to 
the season. After the bed has 
been spawned do not water un- 
less quite dry, and then use 
lukewarm water only.

The seeds, while young and succulent, are 
pickled and used as capers.

Hoe often, and earth up a little to support 
the stems. The pods should be gathered while quite young and tender. Okra is easily preserved for 
Winter use by slicing the pods into narrow rings, and drying them upon strings. The ripe seeds are 
sometimes used as a substitute for coffee. 

This isa highly esteemed vegetable in our Southern States, and very generally cultivated in the 
North. The seed-pods are used in soups, while young and tender, to which they impart an aromatic 
flavor. They are also stewed and served with butter. Okra stalks are extensively used in the

The 
seed germinates very slowly, and sometimes two or three weeks will elapse before the plants make their 
appearance. To have Parsley during Winter, remove some plants to a light cellar, and treat them as in 
open culture in Autumn.

CULTURE.—Parsnips succeed best in a deep, free, rich soil that has been heavily manured for pre- 
vious crop. If manure must be applied for this crop, let it be well decomposed, or use guano. Sow in 
drills fifteen to eighteen inches apart, as early in the Spring as the ground can be prepared. When the 
plants are about two or three inches high, thin them out, leaving six or eight inches between them. 
The roots are hardy, and are improved by leaving them in the ground through the Winter, taking only 
enough into the cellar to last during cold weather. They are valuable for feeding cattle, as well as for

The 
ground should be heavily dressed with rich, well- 
rotted manure, trenched deeply and ridged up early 
in Autumn ; if the soil is of a light, sandy nature, 
cow manure will be the most suitable. The main 
crop should be sown as early as the ground is in 
working condition. Sow the seed thinly and regu- 
larly, and cover with the soil displaced in making 
the drills, or, where this is too lumpy, with other 
fine soil. Onions succeed well any number of 
years on the same ground if kept highly enriched 
with fine yard manure, spread on every Spring, 
and turned in with a light furrow.

CULTURE.—The Potato requires a 
rich, sandy loam, with very liberal and 
clean culture; thoroughly decomposed 
manure is the best, and when that is not 
abundant, add bonedust or guano. The 
crop will pay the cost and leave the soil 
in splendid order. Old sod land, well 
turned under in the Fall, and lightly ploughed and harrowed in the Spring, will produce a sound crop, 
and often an astonishingly large one. Clover sod for this purpose is excellent, and furnishes a large 
amount of vegetable substance to the ground. When turned under in August or September, it will rot 
by the following Spring, and only a top dressing of some well-established fertilizer will be required to 
carry through the crop. Ground should never be plowed while wet and heavy ; it injures the soil and 
does more harm than the manure can offset. The ground should be prepared as carefully and thoroughly 
for potatoes as for any other crop. Attention in this particular well repays the farmer. 

At the time of planting, bonedust, ashes, plaster, marl, and like fertilizers, can be used to great ad- 
vantage with this crop, as they are of a dry and absorbent nature. On wet soils they are very beneficial, 
as they prevent disease as well as promote the growth of the tubers. On warm, dry, light land, muck 
compost may advantageously be used ; decayed leaves are excellent. In seasons of disease among pota- 
toes, in fields where ashes have been used, they have suffered but little from rot. If you wish large, 
well-formed roots, do not plant small ones; always select the best, cut them into four or six pieces, al- 
ways cutting to the centre, preserving as many eyes on each as possible; you will then have strong, 
healthy vines and roots. If small tubers are planted whole, the result in general is a quantity of small 
vines, followed with an overproportion of small potatoes. Many cultivators in this vicinity select good- 
formed tubers and plant them whole. This may be an advantage should the season prove very dry, but 
we look upon it as a great waste of seed, as the product of such a crop is no better than those grown 
from well-formed tubers cut into sets. Of late years no vegetable has been improved as much as the 
potato. We make a specialty of seed potatoes, and those bearing our brand will be found reliable.

CULTURE.—For early use, sow in February or 
March, in boxes or pots, and place near a window 
‘or in a hotbed. When about two inches high prick 
the plants out singly in small pots, and nurse them 
carefully in frames. When danger of frost is past, 
plant them out in a sheltered situation, where they 
may have the full influence of the sun. To hasten 
the maturity of the first fruit which sets, pinch in 
the top branches and all the secondary shoots which 
afterward appear above the flowers.

Floriculture, when successful, is one of the most delightful employments or pastimes. Let us re- 
mind you that the seeds of flowers, being usually small, require a little extra precaution in the prep- 
aration of seed-beds, sowing, and protection from cold and damp. The size of the seeds is a good 
gauge for the depth at which they should be sown; an old and good rule is not to cover them deeper 
than twice their diameter. Very fine seeds are merely sown upon the surface and pressed in with 
a bit of board. When the seedlings are large enough to handle, thin or transplant them so that 
they may have plenty of room to grow and bloom. 

Annuals are plants which grow from seed, bloom, and die, all in the same year. Biennials live two 
years, blooming the second. Perennials live and bloom for a number of years; and many of them, 
together with biennials, will flower the first year, if sown early. 

For early bloom, flowering soon after the seed is sown, we would recommend Alyssum, Candytuft, 
Calliopsis, Gilia, Larkspur, Sweet Peas, Mignonette, Phlox and Double Poppies. For brilliant, showy 
flowers, Balsam, Dianthus, Phlox, Petunia, Portulaca, Pansy and Verbena. For late flowers sow Asters, 
Ageratum, Adonis, Marigold, Salvia, Dahlia and Zinnia.
